1 received 
recently a number oi docum ents relating to 
your association, which I have read with 
instruction and pleasure. 
I think 1 under­ 
stand clearly the issue between your asso­ 
ciation and the Fruit Growers' Union ; and 
w hile not disposed to enter upon any dis­ 
cussion of the relative merits of the two as­ 
sociations, and believing both to he actu­ 
ated by a very earnest desire to promote 
the fruit interests of California. I have some 
suggestions of my own which I beg leave 
to subm it for tlie consideration of your su ­ 
perior experience and intelligence upon 
tliis subject. 
Just how the suggestions I 
am about to present will apply to the priu 
ciples adopted by the two associations, or 
in other words, just how the piaus proposed 
by the two associations will conform to the 
principles i propose to set forth, 1 lack that 
familiarity with the subjet t-matter to en­ 
able me to judge with precision. 
There are certain underlying principles 
iu commerce which may be relied upon as 
possessing applicability to every depart­ 
m ent of commercial activity. 
The basis of 
such commercial relation is the exchange 
of commodities between countries wherein 
the soils and the clim ates and the produc­ 
tions differ. 
Modern facilities of transpor­ 
tation bring all parts of the world into close 
competition. 
Hereafter, by reason of the 
practical elim ination of the cost of carrying 
commodities from one country to another, 
ail articles subject o f commercial exchange 
will eventually he produced in the climate 
and soil best adapted to their growth ; be­ 
cause under such climate and in such soil 
there is the greatest possible economy of 
production. 
W e of California can grow 
fruit for tiie world, because the character 
of our climate is such as to eradicate cer­ 
tain factors which constitute the hazard of 
the business. 
H cte we can produce the 
maximum of result with the m inim um of 
cost, both as to labor and expenditure of 
capital. 
If this is not the truth, then we 
may not hope to grow fruit for other por­ 
tions ot the world, because it fruit can he 
grown with equal facility, the transporta­ 
tion account would stand against us, and 
there would no longer exist any induce­ 
ment for shipm ent. 
W e have intimate 
communication with a population of nearly 
forty m illion people living in latitudes 
where apricots may not he grown. 
Let us, 
therefore, use that particular article for il­ 
lustration. 
Apricots are a desirable article 
of food, and since there is a market having 
nearly for’y m illion consumers, we may 
hope to supply that market with 'tur fruit. 
We have lo re the first great clem ent oi 
commercial exchange—that is to suv, we 
can produce a commodity which may be 
transported and sold at a profit over the 
cost o f transportation and the mercantile 
profits involved and the risk incurred, a* 
against the attempt to produce tlie same 
fruit in the countries where we offer it for 
tac. 
The second great underlying principle of 
commercial exchange is the necessity for 
the distributor, som etimes called the mid 
dieman, who, for the purposes of this let­ 
ter wo call the merchant. 
Merchandising 
is the science o f distribution. 
It is an in­ 
dispensable factor in commercial exchange. 
It is as indispensable, as profitable, and as 
economical to the producer and the con­ 
sumer as the division of human labor into 
mechanical employments. 
The merchant 
is, therefore, a natural) and indispensable 
factor in the commerce ol’ the world. 
He 
can be elim inated only at great loss to 
hotli producer and consumer. 
H is occu­ 
pation rises to tlie dignity of a scientific 
profession. 
He is a benefactor in propor­ 
tion to his experience, knowledge, activity 
ami skill. 
The distributor or merchant 
performs a great office in tlie great world 
of 
commercial 
exchange, 
and 
is 
a 
factor 
so 
important 
as 
not 
to 
be 
ignored when we approach the considera­ 
tion of the particular subject under exam ­ 
ination. 
The products of a country which 
deny to the distributor any profit what­ 
ever will necessarily he shut out of the 
markets ot the world. 
The distributor 
exercises a very large influence upon the 
selection of a source of supply. 
H e will 
not handle the goods which yield no profit. 
H e will therefore bring into the markets of 
the world, from tlie localities where such 
goods may be obtained, those which will 
yield to him trie largest profit. 
1 am not 
suggesting the idea of giving over to the 
distributor or merchant tiie sole control of 
these matters—no really scientific or suc­ 
cessful merchant asks that at the bands of 
the 
producer 
or 
consumer. 
What 
I 
am 
contending for is 
the very obvi­ 
ous consideration 
that we are in in­ 
timate communication with all parts of the 
world, with all climates, and that the lo­ 
cality which refuses to allow a fair com­ 
mercial profit to the distributor o f its com­ 
modities will sooner or later he shut out of 
the markets by the competition, which 
will be brought to hear of sim ilar articles 
in other parts of the world. 
A fruit-grow­ 
ers’ association, based upon the idea ofgiv- 
ing to a single mercantile house the con­ 
trol of the profit to he derived upon the 
products of a great industry in a great com­ 
monwealth like California lias built into 
its very foundations an element of unrest 
and ultimate decay. 
To hand over to a 
single mercantile establishment the lien ’s 
share of profit o f a commerce equal in 
magnitude to that of the fruit industry of 
t ’ltlifornia, is at once to array all other 
merchants 
against 
that commodity—to 
give those merchants the highest incentive 
for finding other sources of supply and 
bringing the products from these other 
sources into strong competition with our 
own. 
The third principal I would urge upon 
your attention, relates to the fact of the 
perishable character of ihe article o f com ­ 
merce under consideration. 
The problem 
is, how to bring it within reach of the larg­ 
est number ot c tnsnmers within a time 
lim ited by its perishable character. 
To ac­ 
complish this requires the establishment of 
a system of distribution, ami the most ex­ 
peditious and direct shipm ent from the 
source of supply to the point of demand. 
To return to our illustration of apricots. 
Suppose there are forty m illion consumers 
residing in latitudes where that fruit may 
not be grown, scattered over a region of 
country one thousand m iles in extent east 
and west, and five hundred m iles in breadth 
north and south, and having at least one 
hundred points of natural distribution. 
What I intend to convey by the terms 
points o f distribution is. points where chan­ 
nels of distribution are already established 
for other articles of commerce, and to 
which lines of tiansportation have natur­ 
ally accommodated themselves. 
Cities are 
the basis of commercial exchange. 
They 
present to the consumers within their com­ 
mercial territory that advantage insepara­ 
ble from doing business in a large way or

First, we must produce an article 
so aided by naturally favorable conditions 
as to give us superior economic advantages 
in its production. Secondly, we must make 
it profitable to the distributors to handle it. 
Thirdly, 
niu.-;i mj produce it in the mar­ 
kets us to have it reach tiie largest number 
o f consumers within the limit o f tim e al­ 
lowed by its perishable character. 
These 
three tilings accomplished, and we have 
established in strict accordance with natu­ 
ral commercial laws a commerce ir. our 
product which will overcome all com peti­ 
tion. 
lit my opinion nothing could lie 
more unfortunate to the fruit-growing in­ 
terests of California than to shut out the 
great mercantile com m unities of the East 
from participation in the profit o f handling 
it. 
N othing could so surely bring to bear 
against our fruit product the force of com ­ 
mercial competition. 
In the second place, we may expect 
nothing but disaster from the plan of lorc- 
ing all the fruit this State is capable of pro­ 
duett g, into a single market like Chicago, 
with a radius, at best, embracing but two 
or thiee m illion population. 
W e can glut 
such a market by a few trainloads of fruit, 
and at the rate we are planting orchards 
and vineyards we w ill be able to supply 
green fruit for our entire nation of sixty 
m illion people. 
1’ermit me the presentation o f another 
consideration. 
Every business has its nat­ 
ural limitations. 
Our orchards and vine­ 
yards are too extensive to indulge longer 
in the expectation of deriving profit at 
prices which keep our fruits on the list of 
luxuries. 
Every article of food lias its 
competitor. 
To introduce 
the fruits of 
California to the people o f the East as an 
article o f food, it must compete with the 
food-use o f other articles. 
It cannot do 
this at a price which debars the great mass 
of mankind from its consumption. 
It 
must become an economic article of food, 
not merely a toothsome luxury, to he 
tasted or to he used on rare occasions, or 
to supply the place of oilier costly dainties. 
II our expectations of a market arc to he

WOOLLY APHIS. 


THE WORST KNOWN ENEMY OF 
AI'PLE TREES. 


T h e M o st E ffe c tiv e M e th o d s A s c e r­ 
ta in e d f o r Its E x te r m in a tio n — 
ltc sM ita n l S to c k . 


[ By W. G. K lee, State I nsreetor of Pests. j 
A m ong th e m any diseases to w hich the 
ripple tree is subject, n o n e is so persistent 
and hard to eradicate a n d m ore w ide­ 
spread than th e w oolly aphis, Schiam m ra 
lanígera. T he hom e of th is pest seems to 
to be obscure, 
in Knfrland it is supposed 
to have come from A m erica, and there it 
goes under the nam e o f A m erican apple 
blight. 
It is found in France and Ger­ 
m any, and w herever m et is regarded as 
one of the m ost form idable o f jiests. 
Th 
Chilean Consul o f .San Francisco staled 
several years ago th at in Chile it had de­ 
stroyed whole forests of th e wild apple. 
It seen s alm ost unnecessary to describe 
th is pest, unfortunately so com m on, yet 
few words to novices in horticulture w ill 
not be out of place. 
In lorm , the woolly 
aphis resem bles closely the green aphis, so 
com m on on roses and other plants, but its 
color is reddish brow n, an d w hen crushed 
it yields a red juice, lienee the G erm an 
nam e Blutlau*, or blood louse. 
T he in ­ 
sects are alw ays surrounded by a w hitish 
woolly 
substance, 
hence 
the 
nam e 
‘ w o o lly ” aphis. 
Like all aphides, this 
«peder 


INCREASES WITH ASTONISHING R A PID ITY , 
A nd only a few need he left on a tree, to 
spread all over it. 
W hile the presence of 
th e woolly aphis m akes itself so conspicu­ 
ous above ground, on th e branches, cover­ 
ing them as if with snow, yet th e m ost se­ 
rious trouble lies out of sight, at the roots 
w hich in our dry clim ate they inhabit us 
Ireely as they do the branches, sapping the 
vitality o f th e tree to such an extent th at 
th e fruit becomes sm all and valueless. 
If 
allow ed to go on unchecked the trees grad­ 
ually die. 
To the apple tree th e woolly 
aphis is w hat the phylloxera is to the 
grapevine, sucking a n a causing sw ellings 
and knobs all over llie roots, as well as at 
th e root crown. 
A pest as serious as this has naturally 
been long fought, and m any are th e rem e­ 
dies suggested for its exterm ination. W hen 
young trees first become infested, and it is 
discovered in tim e, a num ber of rem edies 
m ay he effectively used. 
R ubbing or brushing kerosene on th e in ­ 
fested spots, or w ashing them w ith lye. 2 
pound to the gallon, or w ith strong solu­ 
tion of w hale-oil soap, or sulidio-carbonate 
o f potassium , m ay effectually arrest the 
disease. 
W hen, however, the roots o f a 
large tree once becom e thoroughly infested 
(am i in th is State, unfortunately, that re­ 
quires but little tim e), alm ost all the rem e­ 
dies usually recom m ended prove w holly 
insufficient, and on a large scale im practi­ 
cable. 
F or a num ber o f years we have 
tried at the experim ental grounds of the 
U niversity various rem edies, including to­ 
bacco decoction, hot water, com m on lim e, 
ashes, bisulphide of carbon, and several 
proposed rem edies of unknow n com posi­ 
tion. furnished hv outside parties. 
O f the 
latter tiiat of Mr. Lille, o f San Francisco, 
appears, so far, quite prom ising W e m ust, 
however, reserve our judgm ent for som e 
tím e yet. 
USE or GAS LIM E. 
On a whole, we have found no rem edy 
as inexpensive and efficacious as go* lim e, 
th e refuse of gas-works. O utside of its 
penetrating odor this m aterial has but one 
objection—it is a strong m edicine tiiat 
m ust be used w ith care, and the dose m ust 
be regulated som ew hat according to the 
soil and subsoil, and the age o f the trees. 
T here is necessarily som e difference in its 
strength, according to its freshness, as it 
gradually loses some of its ingredients by 
exposure to the air, and especially to rain. 
Nevertheless, when applied to a given spot, 
it will retain its efficacy for at least three 
years. 
O ur first experim ents w ith it began 
four years ago, and at the C onvention held 
in San Francisco that year I m ade m v lirst 
statem ent in re g a rd 'to this rem edy. 
1 
stated th a t a m arked effect had been'pro- 
duced by it, and that th e aphis had been 
killed, b u t that in spite of the verv strong 
dose applied to each tree—som ething like 
ten pounds—the insects were again de­ 
scending to th e,ro o ts. 
1 stated, also, that 
som e of the trees on shallow soil had been 
killed by the gas lim e, and th at on the 
whole, the rem edy was not satisfactory. 
D uring the succeeding spring and sum m er, 
how ever, I gained fresh contidence in it, as, 
w ith th e exception of very weak trees or ot 
these in shallow soil, com paratively lew 
died, those less injured show ed returning 
vigor. 
T he gas lim e had also been very 
beneficial to th e soil, causing the heavy, 
stiff'loam to pulverize like ashes. T he next 
season, after th e first rain, 1 noticed the 
peculiar, strong odor of th e gas lim e. 
E x ­ 
am ination later on, in th e spring, showed 
th at th e aphis was not to be found about 
th e roots, an d existed right at th e surface 
only. 
I t evidently had not gained any 
headw ay. 
A ltogether, the rem edy now 
looked so prom ising th at it was decided to 
give it a trial on a larger scale, hut in m uch 
sm aller doses ; these, if proving sufficient, 
to be increased the n ex t year. 
T he gall to 
tak e charge o f the collection o f plants for 
th e New O rleans E xposition prevented me 
from carrying out m y intentions at the 
tim e, an d it was not u n til tiie past season 
(1885-6) that experim ents properly guarded 
could be made. 


THE FIRST RESULTS. 
T he bad effect of the lirst application was 
to corrode the bark on the younger trees, 
causing it to decay. 
Instead of rem oving 
th e soil an d p utting th e gas lim e in close 
contact w ith th e tree, as was done the lirst 
tim e, there was spread about a shovelful 
and a half, ». c.. about tw o or three pounds 
in a dry state, w ithin a radius of four feet 
over th e surface around the tree, trusting 
to the rain to wash it into th e soil. 
To 
prevent the aphis from rem aining close on 
th e root crow n, fresh ashes, a few shovel­ 
fuls to each tree, were piled close about the 
tru n k . 
T he w ork was done early in Octo­ 
ber, and the copious rain s of th e season 
gave good opportunity for action. 
On th e trees exam ined th u s far, th e re­ 
sult has been very satisfactory. T hey show 
by the knots and sw ellings on th e roots, 
th at they were once badly infested; still, 
there L no aphis on them now , w hile on a 
few other trees left w ithout treatm en t the 
insects are crowded. 
Two rows of trees 
treated several years ago ’and now treated 
again, but having had no ashes placet! 
about them , show th eap h is w orking dow n­ 
w ard again. 
To m ake th e w ork com plete 
therefore, it seem s necessary to use ashes or 
som e sim ilar m aterial close about th e root. 


QUANTITY TO BE USED. 
T he dose of gas lim e to be given to a tree 
should vary according to its size and ice 
and the nature o f the soil. 
In a jKirous! 
deep soil, there is less danger of injury 
th an in a clayey one, w here th e water 
charged w ith the antidote perm eates the 
soil very slowly, and has tim e to corrode 
th e bark. 
In the case of som e obi trees in 
th e Santa Cruz, m ountains treated last sea­ 
son, according to our suggestion, although 
th e gas lim e had been put right ou the 
roots after the soil had been taken away, 
th e roots were perfectly sound and all tlie 
aphis killed. 
T he soil was a sandv loam , 
underlaid by lim y sandstone. T hus, the 
exact dose to lie recom m ended is a little 
difficult to determ ine. 
It is alw ays safe to 
nse a sm all dose first—from one shovelful 
on a sm all tree, to four on a verv large one, 
spread oyer the surface, according to the 
lig h t 
r0(jt' wilt generally lie found 


it should be slated that a thorough treat­ 
m ent of the top was never m ade,'because 
we w anted to see how far we could depend 
upon to e lady-bug for exterm ination there. 
F rom observations during the last few 
yeaJ s,' I l*?l\eve tl,at "> ‘his locality this 
useful little beetle can be depended'u p o n 
for keeping the crown o í the tree free from 
aphis. 
W e cannot recom m end too h ig h ly 
th e protection o f the lady bugs, Coccinclhr 
D uring m ore th an one year, we have seen 
them 


COMPLETELY ANNIHILATE THE APHIS 
Above ground in a very few days. 
It is 
generally stated that their la m e are the 
m ost destructive to the latter. 
W e o u r­ 
selves have w itnessed w hat an enorm ous 
q uantity of aphis the fullv developed lady- 
bug w ill consum e. A s th e CocntneiUt: hi­ 
bernate on evergreen trees. I strongly rec­ 
om m end the planting of these trees (con- 
ifei^ especially) around the orchard to give 
th e necessary shelter. 
I have often seen 
them congregated on the M onterey cvpress 
in such quantities th at they could be'taken 
u p by the handful. S hould the lady-bugs 
not appear in sufficient num ber to exterm i­ 
nate the aphis, it m ay be necessary to kill 
the latter by m eans of washes. 
As it is 
im possible to accom plish this w ith one 
spraying on badly inl'e3ted trees, I reeoni- 
ju en d tw o o r three sprayings. 
T his should 


be done in the following m a n n e r: 
F or the 
first application use hot w ater of 140° F. 
in the tank, sprayed w ith great force. T his 
w ill wash off the'greater num ber of the in - ' 
sects. 
F or the second application take to ­ 
bacco w ater and w hale oil soap in the 
follow ing proportions : 
In a decoction o f 
tobacco (one gallon w ater to one-hall pound 
tobacco) pu t h alf a pound of w hale oil 
soap. 
A pply this m ixture at about 130° 
F.; in about a week give another sim ilar 
application. 
If early varieties of apples are 
in question, leave out the w hale oil soap, 
as, especially in a cool clim ate, the odor 
of th e w hale oil will not leave the fruit. 


RESISTANT STOCK. 
T here is a vast difference in tiie m any 
varieties of apples as regards th eir resist­ 
ance to the w oody aphis. T he late Jo h n 
Llewetling, of Napa, claim s to have found 
by experience th at seedlings of Golden 
Russet and Raw le’s Jenet are exem pt. We 
have no personal experience in th e m atter, 
but for several years, at the experim ental 
grounds of the U niversity, we have had 
grow ing two apple trees o f an unknow n 
variety, propagated and donated by John 
Ro k, o f San Jose. 
A lthough purposely 
and repeatedly infected w ith the woolly 
aphis, these insects never rem ained either 
on the top or ou the roots. T he latter are 
tough and wiry, am i perhaps for this rea­ 
son resist the aphis, m uch as the wiry 
grape roots resist th e phylloxera. 
T he 
only m anner in which this resistant va­ 
riety can now he propagated is by grafting. 
A lthough healthy, these trees have been ot 
rath er slow grow th. 
D oubtless there are 
am ong the m any varieties of apples others 
equally resistant, and it w ould be well to 
pay close attention to this point. 


HEW YORK FASHIONS. 


G o v e rn m e n t C o n tro l o f R a ilro a d s a f a ilu r e 
A n article is published in the I'oj/ular 
Science Monthly for May by A rth u r T. 
H adley ujioc th e difficulties of railroad 
legislation, in w hich he says : 
A second plan for m aking com petition a 
public benefit fias been that of State ow n­ 
ership of part o f th e com peting lines. 
It 
has been tried on a large scale in Belgium 
and Prussia, and on a sm aller scale in most 
other countries, th e U nited States not ex­ 
cepted. 
I t was th o u g h t by the advocates 
of the system th a t the G overnm ent would 
th u s obtain a controlling influence over the 
railroads w ith w hich it cam e in contact, 
and be able to regulate th eir policy by its 
exam ple. These hopes have been disap­ 
pointed. 
T he private railroads under such 
circum stances regulate those of th e Gov­ 
ernm ent lar m ore than the G overnm ent 
regulates the private railroads. 
T here is 
no chance to carry o ut any schem es of far­ 
sighted policy. If the private roads are run 
to'm ake m oney.the G overnm ent roads m ust 
be m anaged w ith tiie sam e end in view. T he 
tax-payers will not let the G overnm ent lines 
show a deficit w hile com peting private 
lines pay dividends. 
No adm inistration 
w ould dare to allow such a thing, however 
im portant th e end to be attained. 
As á 
m atter o f fact th e G overnm ent roads of 
Belgium and G erm any were as ready to 
give rebates as the private lines w ith which 
they cam e into com petition. 
In Belgium 
they w ent so far as to grant special rates to 
those persons who w ould agree not to 
ship by canal under any circum stances. 
T he sum e th in g has been done in New 
Y ork S tate; bu t in Belgium tiff? peculiar 
tiling was th at the canals and railroads 
both belonged to the G overnm ent, and yet 
w ere fighting one another in this way. 
T he system o f partial State ow nership was 
hardiy distinguishable in its effects from 
sim ple private ow nership. 
T his fact has 
been clearly recognized w ithin th e last 
tw elve years. W ithin this period, Belgium , 
Prussia and Italy have abandoned th e 
"m ixed system .” 
Belgium an d Prussia 
have m ade State m anagem ent all but u n i­ 
versal ; Italy lias practically given it up. 


G eo rg e W a sh in g to n ’* C o u rtsh ip . 
N ear the end of M ay, 1758, W ashington 
was ordered by the Q uarterm aster-G eneral 
of the B ritish forces to leave W inchester 
and m ake all haste to W illiam sburg, there 
to explain to the G overnor and Council in 
w hat a desperate condition the V irginia 
troops were as regarded clothing and equip­ 
m ents. 
A ccordingly he set out on horse­ 
back, accom panied by his servant, liiliv 
Bishop. 
" 
T he two m en had reached W illiam s 
ferry, on th e Pam unkey river, and had 
crossed on th e boat, when they m et Mr. 
Cham berlayne, a V irginia gentlem an, liv­ 
ing in the neighborhood. 
T he hospitable 
planter insisted th at W ashington should at 
once go to his house. 
It W as forenoon, 
and dinner would be served as usual, early, 
and after th at Colonel W ashington could 
go forward to W illiam sburg, if go h em ust. 
Besides all that., there was a charm ing 
young widow at his house—Colonel W ash­ 
ington m ust have know n her, th e daughter 
of Jo h n D andridge, and the wife of John 
P arker Custis. 
V irginia hospitality was 
hard to resist. 
W ashington w ould siay to 
d inner if his host would let him h u rry off 
im m ediately afterw ard. 
Bishop was bidden to bring his m aster's 
horse around after dinner in good season, 
and W ashington surrendered him self to 
his host. 
D inner followed, and the after­ 
noon w ent by, and Mr. Cham berlayne was 
in excellent hum or, as he kept one eye on 
the restless horses at the door, an d the 
other on his guests, the tall, Indian-like 
officer, and the graceful, bazei-eyed, an i­ 
m ated young widow. Sunset cam e, and 
still 
W ashington 
lingered. 
Then 
Mr. 
Cham berlayne stoutly declared th at no 
guest was ever perm itted to leave Ids house 
after sunset. 
Mrs. M artha Custis was not 
the one to drive the soldier awav, and so 
Bishop was bidden to take the horses back 
to the stable. Not till the n ex t m orning did 
the young Colonel take his leave. Then he 
dispatched his business prom ptly at W ill­ 
iam sburg, an d w henever he could get an 
hour dashed over to W hite house, w here 
Mrs. Custis lived. So prom pt \vas he about 
this business, also, th at w hen he returned 
to W inchester he 
had th e prom ise ot 
the young widow th at she would m arry 
him as soon as the cam paign was over.

N either,

a sane enterprise. 
In order to reach that 
distant goal there m ust be a training, if not 
severe, at least regular and unflinching 
Most of all, there m ust prevail in the ex­ 
istence of such a person a tranquil serenity, 
an unruffled calm . 
N either generous pas­ 
sions nor enthusiastic ideals m ust be al­ 
lowed adm ittance. 
The pulse m ust never 
be driven up beyond a certain point, either 
by work, by anxiety, by fear or by hope.

tions o f the interior the people were perfect 
savages. 
T h y were intensely su ersli- 
tious and given to every kind o f sin. M any 
ofthem lived iu hou-.es" th e sizeo fa pig-stv. 
Leprosy prevailed to an alarm in g extent. 
They were very suspicious of s. rangers and 
continually w arred am ong tbem áelves. T he 
very wor.-t of the African heathen were 
found in th e heart o f the Congo valley. 
They knew n o thing of God, and it any 
people needed the preaching of th e Gospel 
they did. 
The C. ngo country com prised a m illion 
1 only ad- square miles, and under the Congo Free 
¿Rate wijs at present all subdued. 
T he 
com pletion of the railw ay w ould be one of 
the greatest blessings on earth. 
T he natives near tLe sea coast readily 
yielded to civilization, but those in th e in ­ 
terior were still savage. 
It was estim ated 
that tiie com m erce ot the natives am ounted

Tlie villages sw arm ed w ith peo­ 
ple. 
T here were only 300 to 500 w hite peo­ 
ple living there, m ostly officials and m is 
«binaries. T he native men acted as beasts 
of burden, an d tlie regular rate was $2 for 
carrying a burden 200 miles. 
T here was only one language, containing 
2,000 words, but m any dialects. 
On the 
seaside th e people were very provident and 
capable. 
De Brazza, the French traveler, 
had called them th e English people of 
Africa, because of th eir trading propensi­ 
ties. 
They were an industrious people. So 
long as the sun was no t too strong they 
worked, and it was not uncom m on to see 
300 or 400 m en ofi tlie roads carrying bur­ 
dens on their heads. T hey were fond 
" 
tlicir wives and usually had but one, 
though rich m en som etim es had several. 
H e had n e \e r seen a Congom an boat his 
wife. T hey were also fond ot childrenand 
were sparing in p u nishm ent. A deplora­ 
ble fact was th at one-half tlie people were 
slaves. T heir religion was of a negative sort. 
On the low er Congo the people were very 
ignorant and exceedingly wicked. 
T heir 
religion was a system ol w ithcralt, 
Every­ 
body wore charm s to protect them from all 
the ills of life. 
B urning for w itchcraft was 
also in vogue. 
A nother horrible practice 
was the killing of people to bury w ith one 
who had died. 
H e knew of a case w here 
the pathw ay to a K ing's house was com ­ 
posed of hum an skulls laid three deep. 
C annibalism was also practiced. 
H e had 
know n o f only few cases o f suicide, and 
th ey were the result of drink. 
T he m issionaries had been very success­ 
ful in their efforts, and it was only a ques­ 
tion of tim e when the im luence of the gos­ 
pel w ould be felt all through th at land. 
The speaker was a m edical m issionary, 
and he found great difficulty in inducing 
sick people to take m edicine, they believ­ 
ing it was bew itched. 
B ut continued effort 
usually resulted in success. 
One thing the wom en d idn’t know was 
how to take care of their babies. 
They 
strapped them on their hacks and w ent out 
in the broiling sun. 
A nother thing was 
th at not a w om an on the Lower Congo 
knew how to sew, an d tiie m en were 
obliged to do th eir ow n sewing. 
T here were thirty-tw o m issions in the 
Congo country. 
A good m any evangelists 
had been secured am ong th e natives, who 
were doing effective w ork. 
At first the 
natives got th e im pression th at religion 
was only for m en. but a good m any wom en 
bail lo en won over. 
At the close o f the address D r. Sim s re­ 
ceived the congratulations o f th e congrega­ 
tion. 
Dr. A. Sim s is a native o f B irm ing­ 
ham , England. 
He lias been engaged in 
m issionary w ork in Congo three years 
and a halt. 
H e arrived in the United 
Stales about two weeks ago. 
From here 
lie goes to Chicago, an d thence through the 
South, retu rn in g to his labors in A frica iu 
N ovem ber.—[D etroit F ree l’ress.

T he Discovery of G unpow der. 
The popular belief respecting the dis­ 
covery of gunpowder is divided, some 
holding the credit of the discovery’ to be 
due to 
a 
German 
monk, Bartholdus 
Schwartz (about 1320), and others giving 
the credit to linger Bacon, who nourished 
nearly’ a century earlier. 
Careful histori­ 
cal research, however, while it has reached 
no certain conclusion respecting the facts 
of its origin, has fully proved that neither 
of these worthies is entitled to the credit 
of the discovery. It is in the highest de­ 
gree probable that the knowledge of a copi 
position resembling gunpowder in its prop­ 
erties was known to China for an indefinite 
period, the discovery having probably been 
made by the accidental observation of the 
peculiar properties ol saltpeter (which oc­ 
curs abundantly in the soil of the vast 
plains of that country) when accidentally- 
brought in contact 
with 
the 
charred 
embers of wood fires. 
It is well known, 
also, that the Chinese were experts in 
the manufacture of fireworks as early 
as the 
beginning 
of 
the 
Christian 
era, and probably long before. 
W hile 
this would establish the fact that they were 
familiar with the qualities of explosive 
mixtures resembling gunpowder, there is 
no evidence to support the belief that they 
used it for propelling shot in guns until 
they iiad learned the art from Europeans. 
The most judicial opinion upon the ques­ 
tion of the discovery of the use of gun­ 
powder in cannon ascribes the credit to the 
Saracens, whose civilization was several 
centuries in advance of their European 
neighbors, and from them tlie knowledge 
of its use in warfare is believed to have 
spread into Europe. It has been well es­ 
tablished that the Spanish Moors were 
familiar with it, and did actually use it in

And yet this goblin tree is now be­ 
ing sought after and utilized in one of the 
world s greatest industries—an industry 
that affects the daily needs of qivjlization.

THE VOICE OF PUBLIC OPINION. 


We have said that the hour will soon 
strike mr the inauguration of a broader 
policy of exclusion of dangerous elements. 
W e are in no sense alarmists: we have 
great faith in the national heart, hut l>e- 
lievc there is a lim it at which tolerance 
become* criminal to our own household, 
lie is a poltroon who fears to expel from 
his domestic circle the influence that is 
poisoning the minds of his own against 
him. 
The cowardly and criminal tim idity of 


Carter Ilarrison, Mayor of Chicago, was 
the direct cause of the socialist riots and 
the brutal murders following. 
Because of 
the years of ineffectiveness of the autlior- 
ites of Cincinnati, the Anarchists and 
Socialists have swelled their ranks to 
formidable numliers, and now a battery 
of G atling guns and three regiments of 
infantry stand guard against them in that 
one city. Fieldcn, the English Communist 
in Haymarket Square, Chicago, shouted to 
the U'Uib-throwers, “ Lav hands on the 
law: throttle it until it makes its last 
kick! 
K ill it! 
Stop it! I)o all you can 
to wound it and impede its progress!” 
1 lerr Most, “ a seven 
times convicted 
felon,” a fugitive from justice, cried out in 
the Frrihcit, “Arm ! war is declared !” 
On 
the murder of policemen lie exclaimed ip. 
his paper: 
“ It is glorious news. 
W iiie 
out the whole lot of blue-coated ruffians.’’ 
Prior to that lie exhorted his followers, 
in the same paper, to “ Burn ! plunder! 
lynch !” 
A 
leading Anarchist of New 
York, on receipt of the Chicago news, de­ 
clared : 
“ W e are stronger and better 
organized than the people have any idea 
of. 
The Chicago fight is only the first 
gun. 
( >ur motto is, ‘ N either God nor 
master! Down with church, state, capital, 
Knights of 
Labor and 
other kindred 
villainies.” 
These are but s|iecimen public utter­ 
ances of many. 
W hat then must lie the 
secret teachings of these unhung ruffians? 
\Ye agree with the New York Times, that 
there is law enough to meet the eases of 
these feilows : a law in every State of the 
Union, sim ilar to Section 28 of the New 
York Penal Code, that makes every person 
present or absent, who directly or in­ 
directly 
■ouusels, commands, induces, or 
procure* another to commit 
a crime, a 
principal. 
Let 
* see what is the voice of public 
opinion. 
From among a hundred or more 
leading journals before us of the same 
mind on the subject* with the Uecuki 
I nion, we quote a sentence or two from 
fifteen that are representative exponents 
of public opinion, and these, we hold, fairlv 
express the public demand for the exclu­ 
sion from the country of the Socialist and 
the 
Vnarchists and the Communists, as 
enemies of American institutions. 
The New York Herald believes there is 
“ no room here for Socialism," and it adds: 
“ America isa hospitable country, but not 
hospitable enough to harbor an Anarchist 
w ith a bomb in his band. 
No i>eople in 
the world are more ready than we to right 
any wrongs which may exist, but reform 
by dynamite is not one of the articles in 
our creed.” 
The Boston 
llrcord exclaims: 
“ The 
license of these lawless creatures has been 
tolerated too long.” 


The New York Cbm mere tal-Bulletin holds 
that “ the place for these ‘ orators’ is not 
in the streets, but behind the bars of the 
State prison or penitent iary; 
and the 
‘ governm ent’ —be it local or State—that 
has not the courage to send them there, by 
a vigorous enforcement of the law, is not 
deserving the name.” 
The Hartford 
Post sa v s: 
“ There is 
greater danger than dciuagogery : it arises 
from the hundreds of Anarchists, Com­ 
munists and N ihilists from across the 
water who stir up and arouse the unthink­ 
ing by their iueendiarv appeals.” 
The Cuurier-Jotirnal,o( Louisville, thinks 
that “ If it is wise to turn away the Asiatic 
laborer, it is imperative to keep out the 
European criminals and riff-raff who flock 
here to destroy American institutions with 
their mouthing* of general anarchy and 
universal diabolism.' 
The Chicago Times says: 
“ It is the 
descendants of a m ixture of Scythian, 
H un and devil who have invaded the 
peaceful shores o f this republic. 
It is an 


invasion as uninvited and unwarranted as 
that by painted savages of the peaceful 
farm-houses of the white settlers on the 
frontiers. 
The country cannot temporize 
with this danger. Society has suffered the 
menace of this foreign viper that has been 
warmed in its own bosom too long. 
It is 
time that it begins the jierformance of the 
duty of self-protection.” 
The Philadelphia Record cries : “ In vain 
have free institutions been ordained in this 
country if a despotism like this is to be 
tolerated.” 
The Albany Journal concludes: 
“ The 
lesson of the riot w ill be lost unless this ■ 
State, too, takes cognizance of the pernici- 
otis men who are daily plotting against the 
security of life and property.” 
The < Tevelnnd 
Leader 
declares that 
“ agitators who advocate the destruction of 
life and property should be ensconced in 
the Penitentiary for a term of years.” 
The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette be­ 
lieves that liomli-throwing “ settles one 
tiling in this country. 
There is to lie no 
more red-flag business. 
W e have in this 
favored land government of the people by 
and for the people, and those who go about 
shrieking fire and murder are madmen or 
criminals, and iu either ease must be taken 
in hand by the authorities.” 
The 
St. Louis 
Globe-1democrat 
thus 
speaks: 
“ Know-Nothingism is dead, and 
we inav all lie thankful for that fa ct: but 
it does not by any means follow that the 
people of this country are going to permit 
their institutions to be imperiled, or even 
threatened, by the offscourings of the most 
degraded |>eoples of the Euro|>ean conti­ 
nent. 
If Polish, Hungarian and other 
European people prove by their acts that 
they, too, w ill abuse our hospitality, the 
question will speedily be raised why they, 
too, should not be treated like the (’hiñese.” 
The 
Portland 
Oregonian says: “ The 
country is swarming with laborers of for­ 
eign birth of a very low order of intelli­ 
gence, who are beyond the reach for the 
present of American ideas and influences; 
many of the Poles, Hungarians, Bohemi­ 
ans, Italians and low Russians are ignorant 
of our language ; we are sufiering the con­ 
sequence of free importation of foreign 
savages, who come here filled with the so­ 
cialist craze to destroy property and stran­ 
gle the property holder.” 
The Chicago lnter-Oeean declares that 
“ anarchism, a vicious plant of foreign 
origin, has been transplanted and made to 
take root iu a soil to which it is wholly 
uncongenial, and it is necessary that it lie 
uprooted and destroyed without regard to 
immediate consequences. 
Forbearance has 
ceased to be a virtue if future good is 
Wurth considering.” 
The New York Times holds that “ when­ 
ever there is reason to suppose that the 
Anarchist elem ent is to be met, it should 
be met with rifles and G atling guns be­ 
yond the reach of their inhuman bombs. 
In such treatment there is no danger of 
involving the innocent with the guilty.” 
The New' York Tribune denounces the 


Anarchists as “ pirates making war upon 
society, and as such they must be dealt 
with. 
The Anarchist press is an agency 
which tends to prevent a large part of our 
foreign immigration from becoming fitted 
for citizenship, and converts the foreign 
element referred to into a l>odv hostile 
alike to democracy and to ordered society 
in any form. 
T his state of things will 
have to lie considered seriously sooner or 
later, and the sooner the better.”

>Shall these be deserted ? 
The 
drama always lias been and still is a po­ 
tent agency with men. 
Shall it be given 
over to the devil by good people? 
< >r, as 
a great preacher once said, “ Shall we let 
Satan have all the good things ?” 
Now, 
when we admit, as we must, that the 
drama is an agency for good and i l l ; that 
it is not to lie stamped out, and will not 
be, what is our duty regarding it? 
Ob­ 
viously, to stand by the goixl side, and 
drive out the evil spirit. 
And this may 
be done. 
Let us supjiose that the good 
people of New Y'ork united to approve and 
freely patronize pure dramatic representa­ 
tion by reputable people, and as rigidly 
frowned down the immoral ¡day and im ­ 
moral players. 
Would it not follow that 
there would be a speedy setting apart of 
black sheep front w hite? 
The manager 
would supply the demand— of that we 
may lie sure. T he pernicious drama would 


remain, just a* does the pernicious rostrum. 
But it would be driven to its quarter . 
Unless goodness is all delusion, m iles• 
moral forces 
are deceitful, miles* the 
Church is ovcr-boaM till of its cause and 
equal to the 
i force adiuit-

CONTROL OF 
POPULAR CLAMOR. 


To a fully intelligent understanding of 
the present difficulty between our fisher­ 
men and British authorities, and which 
has resulted 
the seizure of several 
American fishing vessels by the English, 
and in a call by Congress for the facts, a 
succinct statement of the history of our 
fishery interests, as related by English au­ 
thority, is necessary. 
It is by no means 
difficult of comprehension. 
In brief, this 
is the story of the fisheries trouble: 
By treaty with Great Britain September, 
ITS!, recognizing our independence, our 
right to fish on the Grand Bank* and all 
other Newfoundland banks, and in the 
G ulf of St. Lawrence, was conceded a* ex ­ 
isting. and to continue. 
Also, the liberty 
to fish on the Newfoundland coast as the 
British might designate, but not to dry or 
cure on the island, and a like grant ex­ 
tended to all coast*, bays and creeks of 
English dominions in America, with lib­ 
erty to dry and cure in unsettled bays and 
creeks of 
Nova 
Scotia, the 
Magdalen 
Islands and Labrador, but that right to 
cease as such places became settled. 
This 
treaty we have regarded a* equivalent to a 
deed of partition, and therefore perma­ 
nent. 
The English held that it was not a 
unity, part l>eing permanent and part sub- 
jjeet to abrogation, and that they were ab­ 
' rogated by the war of 1812. 
In 1814 the treaty of Ghent was made, 
and was silent as to fisheries, liecause the 
countries could not agree on the question. 
Conflicts between our fishermen and Brit­ 
ish authorities followed, until a new treaty 
; was made October, 1818. 
That recognized 
| our right to fish on the south Newfound

land coast, from Cape Ray to the Rameau 
Islands: on the west and north coast from 
the Cape to the Quirpon Islands; on the 
shores of the Magdalen Islands ; on coast*, 
bays and creeks from Mont Julv, on the 
south coa*t of Labrador, 
through the 
* C?

. 
¡Hratta of Belle Isle and northward in­ 
definitely. and to dry and cure in unsettled 
j bays. 
YVe renounced the right to fish, dry 
and cure within three marine miles of 
' any other British-American coast, hut re­ 
. served the right to enter English bays and 
liarlxirs for shelter, to repair damages, buv 
wood and obtain water, and for no other 
purposes. 
In doing this we knowingly omitted the 
words “ to procure bait.” 
Afterwards we 
were anxious to have this privilege of 
! buying bait in English harbors. , The 
English objected to our renouncing the

So matters continued with increasing 
fri 'tion, and many demands, voluminous 
diplomatic correspondence, etc.. until 1853> 
when we agreed to a Commission to arbi­ 
trate. 
The umpire decided our construc­ 
tion of the three-mile lim it to bo correct, 
liecause the Bay of Fundy was 130 miles 
i long and not a bay at all, w ithin the rnean- 
: ing of the*treatv of 1818. 
In 1854 a treaty of reciprocity was con­ 
cluded. 
T he lirst article gave, in addition 
to the liberty secured by the treaty of 1818, 
tin* right to fish along the shores of ( anada, 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward’s 
Island and adjacent islands, 
without regard to distance from shore ; and 
the right to land on such shores and those 
of Magdalen Island to dry nets and cure 
lisa, provided these did not interfere witli 
the rights of British subjects in private 
property or in occupancy. 
T his settled matters until 1866, a lien 
vve abrogated the treaty, and claimed as a 
result that this revived the treaty of 1818. 
i The British resisted this construction, and 
: revised their local laws to punish for in­ 
; vasion of their waters, until in 1870 Can- 
i ada absolutely forbade American fishermen 
‘ her waters for fishing at all. 
1 lie dispute 
¡gave birth to t lie treaty of W ashington 


J in 1871. 
‘ 
This new Convention revived the first 
j article of the reciprocity treaty of 1854, 
I fixed ten years as its lease of life, with two 
years added after either party should give 
! notice to terminate it. 
One article gave 
the British the right to Csh on our eastern 
coasts north of the 3ÍUL degree of latitude ; 
, it had formerly l-een the 36th degree. 
It 
was provided that fish and fish oil ol salt 
waters should he duty free in the United 
States and the British American colonies. 
Presently the English claimed that we 
had the best of the bargain, and demanded 
conq>eusatioii from us for the fishing privi­ 
leges wc then enjoyed. 
A Commission 
was appointed and met in 1877. 
Our man 
was clearly incompetent, and permitted 
an award of $5,500,000 to he made against 
us, although prior to that we had otiered 
$ 1,000,000 to purchase the right to inshore 
fisheries in ¡ier¡ietuity in common with 
British fishermen, and we considered the 
sum fully enough. 
But we were bound by 
the award, paid the S¡5,500,000, and con­ 
tented ourselves w ith cursing our incom­ 
petent representative, a New 
England 
rural lawyer named Kellogg. 
March, 1883, Congress gave notice of 
intent to terminate the ten-year treaty of 
1871, and 
it 
was accordingly killed of!' 
July, 1885, but by agreement was held 
goixl to the close of the fishing season of 
1885. 
This brings us up to the present 
date, and leave us, according to our con­ 
struction, with rights under the executed 
grant of the treaty of 1818, and with the 
British denial of such construction. 
< >nr 
fishermen, therefore, when out of bait, 
enter British 
]>orts to procure it, and 
colonial authorities seize their vessels un­ 
der colonial laws for violation of fishery 
laws. 
Those who are desirous of more detailed 
treatment of this interesting subject should 
consult Hon. Eugene Schuyler’s “ Ameri­ 
can 
Diplom acy” and the several recent 
papers in American reviews on the ques­ 
tions involved. 
Mr. Schuyler (¡notes in 
fuM from Science of February 5, 1886, as 
expressing the views of the United States 
Fish Commission. 
In brief, this is, that 
the fishery privileges of Canadian waters 
are no longer of value to us, though 
the 
Secretary 
o f 
State 
adheres to 
the 
old 
tim e 
doctrine 
that 
they 
are 
of 
great 
value. 
Americans 
have been led to believe that our fishing 
fleet* no longer visit the G ulf of St. Law­ 
rence, because the fish they seek have 
temporarily deserted those waters, But in 
fact that has little to do with it. 
Since 
the W ashington treaty was negotiated in 
1871, a revolution has taken place in fish­ 
eries and the fish trade of the United 
States. 
T his revolution took ¡«lace be­ 
tween 1871 and the commission of 1877 
that gave the British $5,500,000 of our 
gold for a concession no longer of value to 
our fishermen, in addition to the several 
m illions of dollars to which the remitted 
duties on Canadian fish have amounted in 
j fourteen years. 
So, savs Science, we have 
■ lieen 
¡laying a subsidy to the British 
fisheries, and developing Canadian fisheries 
at the cx[>cnse of our own. 
Our fisher­ 
men complain bitterly of Canadian com­ 
petition. hut our traders in cured fish resist 
the restoration of duties as there is larger 
profit in handling the Canadian product. 
Since the early period there has been a 
revolution in the methods of fishing. 
We 
have introduced the purse-seine, an elon­ 
gated netted bag, by which we take the 
fish far out at sea, and in great quantities. 
Formerly they were taken by the “ chum ­ 
ming process”— the throwing out of quan­ 
tities of oily, mushy bait to attract the 
schools of fish, and then take them by liook 
and line. 
This method was best for the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, but not so well 
adapted to our waters, bnt we can use the 
purse-seine in our territory and at sea, and 
cannot advantageously use it in the Gulf, 
while fishermen no longer need to go so 
far from home for fish. 
The refrigerating 
processes of recent days has improved the 
method* of marketing fresh fish, and so it 
is that Atlantic fresh mackerel have Icen 
brought as far west as ( alifornia. 
These 
processes have lessened the demand for 
salted fish, while the free entry of Cana­ 
dian fish has lowered the price o f the cured 
article and lessened the demand for it. 


edge of this day in regard to sanitation of 
towns and cities, we assume too much.

So, too, the device for deoderiz- 
ing filth by m ixing with dry earth is as 
old as the Mosaic period. 
Even the 
water-closet, supposed to he a modern de­ 
vice, turns out to be an ancient invention 
in use years ago, and remains of these con­ 
venient instruments of sanitation have 
been found in the palace of the CYesars and 
in the ruins of Pompeii.

water. Certainly, the true man, the press, 
the trustee of the public office should keep 
cool and not swim with every high tide 
because it appears to be popular. 
It is 
criminal to yield to popular demand that 
is wrong; so, too, it is folly to be crushed 
beneath the wheels of a ear that cannot be 
stopped by the sacrifice. 
Hard-headed,

is by no means the best policy at all times. 
Public passion is oftenest best controlled, 
and its mad haste checked, by giving it 
some rein ; by not jum ping squarely in its 
path.

E igh ty D ollars o f P rom ise for T w enty 
D ollars of “ H igh A rin ‘* C heap K eality. 
The premium business is greatly over­ 
done. 
It is by many reduced to a form of 
gambling. 
It is often an attempt to get 
som ething for nothing. 
There are pre­ 
m ium offers that are genuine and benefi­ 
cial, and the very best o f these are the club 
rates, and the union of subscriptions: as 
where two papers or more are furnished 
for a less price, in the aggregate, than the 
sum qt their separate subscription prices. 
This is simply putting into the subscriber’s 
bauds the value of the percentage given 
usually to solicitors and agents. 
To all 
these methods o f increasing circulation 
there can be no reasonable exception. 
But there is that which is next door to 
the fraudulent when a newspaper premium 
oiler is made the means of enhancing the 
sale of a particular article o f manufacture 
of low value, announced as of high value. 
And we say this mindful of all it means. 
For instance, an Eastern journal proposes 
to give every subscriber to that paper at $3 
(its usual price), sets of spoons, alleged to 
be worth $3. 
One of three things is 
true: The publishers of the paper are con­ 
vinced that their journal is utterly value­ 
less, or else they wholly falsify the value of 
the table service offered, or they put so 
sm all a value on the journal 
that the 
I spoons outrank it. 
In either ease they 
perpetrate a deliberate fraud. 
It is, however, different, when, for a 
large number of subscribers ih a job lot, a 
journal offers the discount it would make 
to agents to those w ho get up clubs, in the 
torm ot books or other goods o f true value, 
which they could not buy at retail for less, 
hut which the newspaper publisher can get 
in quantities at reduced rates. 
In such 
cases he is unquestionably justified in stat­ 
ing the retail price to be the value, and lie 
does not belittle his journal nor part with 
it at less than the rate to the middleman, 
in whose place he practically puts the sub- ' 
scriber. 
But there are other methods not de­ 
fensible. 
Here in som e of the California 
journals are statements that they will, fora 
certain sum of money, send to the sub­ 
scriber 
" a 
high-arm 
sewing-machine,” 
warranted to give satisfaction, and that 
the 
machines 
are 
such 
as 
are 
sold 
in 
stores at 
from 
$70 
to 
$80. 
Here, then, we have “ $80 m achines” of­ 
fered for $22, less the ¡«rice ol the paper, 
which, if it is $2, or $1 50, or $.!, should be 
deducted from the $22. 
Say it is $2. 
This 
gives the machine to the subscriber at $20. 
W hen the publisher receives the $22 and 
takes out the price of bis paper, he lias $20- 
left. 
W ith this lie pays the manufacturer. 
And what does lie pay him ? 
Surely not 
more than $18, and probably not to exceed 
$17, as they are oliered to agents in this 
city for less than that amount. Thus the 
newspaper man actually makes his full 
subscription, saves agent’s commission, 
pays 
for 
the 
cheap 
sew ing-m achine 
and pockets $3 clear profit—as a com mis­ 
sion for misrepresentation. He also makes 
his newspaper the means o f peddling a 
cheap sewing machine on winch lie clears 
Jo per eent. protit, while at the sam e time 
lie pfactically gets $5 subscription for a $2 
paper, plus agent’s commission saved, 
in 
the meantim e the subscriber pays $22 for 
the machine and paper, and $5 to $6 freight, 
when by referring to reputable sewing ma­ 
chine agents he will find that lie can pur­ 
chase these cheap machines at the same 
figure 
paid 
by 
the 
publisher, 
sub­ 
scribe for the journal and save the $3 the 
publisher pockets. 
In proof of this, we 
(¡note the advertisement of A. J. Pommer, 
of Sacramento, a reliable agent for sewing 
machines. 
H e says : 
Lidies desiring a so-called “ tirst-class” high 
arm sewing machine, with all latest improve­ 
ments and attachments, fully guaranteed by the 
Eastern factor}- for five years, can buy the same 
of me, without subscribing for a uewspa|ier, for 
*18, freight to be paid by customer. I w ill or­ 
der the satre shipped direct to you from the 
“ factory1' East. This machine I guarantee to 
lie equal to newspaper premium machines : 
each has two drawers on each side, side leaf and 
cover, and looks as pretty as any ot the cheap 
machines uow ottered to the public. 
Another class of machines is offered as 
newspaper premiums at $18. 
These Mr. 
Pommer says he w ill furnish for $15, the 
purchaser paying the freight. 
The same 
kind of machine the 
publishers assure 
their subscribers is worth $65, though a 
Singer imitation and “ a little out of date. ’ 
If so, the abominable profit of $52 is made 
on each machine, since they can be and 
are bought for $13 50, and they are not 
really worth more, with freight added. 
Now let it be understood that this is not 
a ease of rivalry, nor of desire to injure 
others. 
W hen the announcement was 
made in the business colum ns of this paper 
by a highly reputable citizen, an agent of 
sewing machines, that the machines adver­ 
tised by certain journals as worth from $70 
to $80, and offered by said journals as a 
premium to subscribers for $22, would he 
sold by the agent for $18, curiosity was 
aroused and an investigation was instituted 
to ascertain the bottom facts. 
In making 
this investigation the representative of the 
IIEcoKP-Union was shown by Mr. Pommer 
letters from the office o f the manufacturer's 
Secretary, which not only quoted these 
machines to him as low as $18, hut at a 
rate sufficiently lower than those figures to 
afford the agent his profit when sold at that 
price. 
These facts having been thus ascertained, 
and the real character of the machines 
thus fixed, it is a matter of duty, as a pub­ 
lic journal, to make thorn known to our 
readers, to the end that the public may not 
be deceived by alluring representations. 
From the facts hero shown, we undertake 
to say that these cheap machines, made in 
a cheap manner, are not “worth $70 or 
$80,” nor any such figure, and that when 
otherwise reputable publishers of contem­ 
poraries slate that they have these values, 
they misrepresent and mislead. 
They are 
possibly them selves misled. 
\\ e prefer to 
so believe. But it remains that these cheap 
premiums are to be classed with “Cheap 
John” products generally, and the public 
should be made aware o f their actual value, 
and not be deceived.

ing man, and lias at times, we have 
thought, stood so straight up for good pay, 
short hours, fair treatment, etc., as to lean 
backward a little, comes to the front now 
with some very practical advice to the 
workingmen of 
Chicago. 
“As a well- 
wisher of wage-workers,” it says, it s¡ieaks, 
and claims, most justly, the right to do so. 
It thus comments, and its advice will fit 
other and all localities where sim ilar situ­ 
ations develo}). 
To the various unions we say. the time has 
come for the use of conciliatory methods. It is 
the duty of ever} man in office in every union 
in the laud to bend his energies now tooneend. 
That end should lie to secure an immediate re­ 
sumption of work at all costs. Why? Because, 
at present. the populace is in a state of alarm, 
ana is not fitted to settle the questions that are 
up for solution. The big men in society are 
half panic-stricken. A little more and they will 
lay down their offices in society, and then so­ 
ciety will be in a bad way. Tim public institu­ 
tions of society cannot exist with so much sink­ 
ing. Society can be tom dowu. but it must then 
be built up agaiu.

A Grand Catch with H ook and L int.. 
An im m ense tarpon, the largest game fish 
ever captured, was exhibited yesterday in 
the window of Thomas J. Conroy’s fishing 
tackle store, No. 65 Fulton street. 
It wax 
caught at Punta Rassa, Fla., a few m iles 
from Kev West, by W illiam H . Wood, a 
civil engineer of this city and an expert 
angler. 
The fish is six feet five inches in 
length. -161 inches in width, and weighs 
140 pounds. 
A 15-thread reel line, a hook 
with the O’Shaughnessy knob and 3-foot 
link chain, and a short stiff bamboo rod in 
one piece, with 900 feet of line, were used. 
The fish showed such tremendous strength 
that there was great difficulty in beaching 
it, and this was only accomplished finally 
by lifting anchor and allowing it to tow the 
boat ashore. 
The natives use the spear iu 
fishing for the tarpon, and regard Mr. 
W ood’s feat as the m ost extraordinary ex­ 
ploit in the angling line that ever was 
known in the vicinity. 
Mr. Wood enjoys 
the additional distinction of being the first 
¡¡erson who ever capture.) a fish of this 
kind with rod and reel. 
That capture oc­ 
ean red in March, 1885, and within a year, 
almost to the day, Mr. Wood surpasses his 
previous achievement by taking the largest 
game-fish ever caught.—[New Y'ork Times.

There was som e discussion as to whether 
the call contemplated the admission of 
delegates from the Kniglits of Labor; hut 
upon motion of Mr. Beede, they were given 
seats in the conlerenee. 
On motion of John Quinn, the Conven­ 
tion unanim ously indorsed the action of 
the State Executive Committee in appoint­ 
ing Senator Routier one of that body, vice 
F. R. I)ray, resigne!. 
Mr. Jost commenced criticising the acts 
of the Citizens’ Association, 
when Mr. 
Cummings called him to order ami suc­ 
ceeded in securing the passage of a resolu­ 
tion. which confined all speeches strictly 
to the subject under consideration, viz, the 
boycott. 
Quinn moved that the following defini­ 
tion of the boycott by the State Executive 
Committee Vie indorsed in its entirety :

L. T. House and M. F. Cummings both 
made vigorous speeches against the third 
section of the definition, and moved to 
amend by striking it out. 
After a heated discussion Mr. Quinn ac­ 
cepted the amendment, and it then passed 
as amended, ihe Convention indorsing the 
first, second and fourth sections, rejecting 
for the present, the third. 
L. T. House offered the follow ing:

A s there will not be a parade here on 
Memorial Day, there is no activity in m il­ 
itary in c ’.es out.i ie of tiic u^uai routine oí 
weekly drills of companies. 
There has 
been some talk of the regim entgoingtoSan 
Francisco in August to attend the parade 
of the G. A. R. encampment, but if it goes 
it will probably have to foot the expenses, 
as there is no likelihood of any amount 
being appropriated hv the General Com­ 
mittee of Arrangements for such purposes.

T h e S c a rc ity o f S a lm o n . 
Eds. R ecok d-F niox: 
In your issue of 
Saturday, May 8th, I noticed an article on 
" the scarcity o f salm on,” in which you 
say : 
" Of course, while the river is so 
high, it could not be expected that many 
would be caught in this neighborhood.” 
Now, we fishermen at Coiirtland always 
look for a good spring run of salmon when 
the water in the river is about level with its 
hanks, and this spring there were other in­ 
dications of a good run besides high water. 
At the commencement of the run the 
salmon proved to be very large—in fact, 
1 rgcr than fur m any years, averaging 
about twenty pounds to the fisli. That is 
a very good" indication; yet notwithstand­ 
ing ail this, up to the present tim e there 
has been the poorest run ever known on 
the Sacramento river. 
H igh water, low 
water, or large fish, may have nothing to 
do with the run : hut as “ G. W. H u m e” 
says: 
“ The salmon have been decreasing 
in the river since 1881.” 
True; but not by 
sea-lions. 
It is as the San Francisco I!c}n>rt 
says: 
“ There are too many fishermen.” 
The fact shows for itself. 
Allow only one- 
third of the nets that are laid to entrap tlie 
salmon to be equally distributed in the 
hays and rivers, and the number of salmon 
that are caught yearly by the other two- 
thirds be allowed to get to the spawning 
grounds, you would see in three or four 
years the bays and rivers stocked with 
salmon again. 
Does it not stand to reason that “2,000 
fishermen and 1,000 boats ” and nets, form­ 
ing a cordon, as it were, in the bays, at the 
mouths of rivers, in the rivers, and, in 
fact, every avenue that leads to the breed­ 
ing ¡daces, so that not one salm on in a 
thousand thut starts can ever reach the 
breeding grounds—that under these cir­ 
cumstances they certainly must get less? 
Forty-nine salmon out o f every fifty that 
are caught above the mouth of Old river, 
on the Sacramento, show net-marks, show ­ 
ing that they have had to run the gantlet. 
Another cause, and one of the worst, 
is 
the 
Bradford 
bill 
that was passed 
by the 
last 
Legislature, 
changing the 
close season from August to September. 
I 
have an old Record-Ü nion of the date of 
February 9, 1884, before me, containing an 
article on “ Food Fish of the Sacramento.” 
in which Commissioner Buckingham says 
about full salmon : “ They commence run­ 
ning in the month of August.” 
True. 
Then, when Mr. Buckingham knew the 
run commenced in August, why did he not 
raise his voice against the passage o f the 
Bradford bill? 
Mr. Buckingham him self 
told me that lie knew the hill was wrong, 
but there was such pressure brought to 
hear in favor of Mr. Bradford, that any­ 
thing he could have said would have had 
no effect. 
1 think being at the head of the 
Fisli Commission, Mr. Buckingham ’s voice 
would have had som e force against the 
passage o f the bill. 
When August of each year was the close 
season, then in September fishermen found 
the bays and rivers full of salmon ; 
lint 
since September has been made the close 
season, aud the 1st of October the opening, 
we find hut few fish in the river, sim ply 
because they are nearly all caught in Au­ 
gust before they can get into tlie river, or 
any where near the spawning grounds. 
If 
that is not a destructive policy, I do not 
know what it is. 
If it is not seen to by tlie 
Fish Commissioners at the next Legislature 
that the present salmon law is changed, 
and a proper law enacted, the run of salmon 
in our rivers will become a thing of the 
¡last.

The theory o f the prosecution was, 
that Mc< urdv, finding that the brothers had 
quite a sum oi money, conceived the idea 
of enticing them to a 
desolate place, 
remote frum human habitation, there to 
murder them for their m oney ; that he had 
never found evidences o f a led 


accompany him , that he might accomplish 
his purpose. 
The defense claims this posi­ 
tion to be untenable, for McCurdy had 
made such a discovery and had told other 
parties regarding it more than a year prior 
to the tim e of the hom icide; and further, 
that a gold mine is now in successful oper­ 
ation within a few miles o f the scene o f the 
tragedy. 
The Drehers were young, strung 
and well-arm ed; McCurdy old, a cripple, 
having lost liis right hand, and without 
weapons. The evidence at the trial was 
conflicting. 
W itness Dreher testified that 
McCurdy and deceased left the camp on 
the morning o f the homicide in companv. 
McCurdy testified that Fred aud Charles 
W. Dreher left camp together on that oc­ 
casion, and that the latter never returned. 
The theory of the defense is that the 
brothers quarreled, and had a fight which 
ended in the death oí ( ’bailes". 
H aving 
k.lled his brother, Fred 
conceived the 
plan of casting suspicion upon McCurdy, 
and 
lor 
this 
purpose 
rilled 
tlie 
pockets of deceased, 
taking 
therefrom 
between three and four hundred dollars 
and also the pistol. 
Fred was known to 
have bat about $200 before the murder, but 
a few days afterwards, at Leesville, he was 
found with $650, w hile McOurdv’s wealth 
consisted of only 35 cents. The fatal blows 
received from a pick, it is claimed, could 
not, from tlie nature of the wounds, have 
been made by a man who had hut one arm, 
and that the left. 
McCurdv discovered tin* 
b o d y of the deceased, and openly charged 
the brother with murder in the presence of 
witnesses at Stanton's. 
The brothers it 
was known were continually engaged in 
bickerings, misunderstandings, recrimina­ 
tions and disputes. 
On the other hand, it 
was proven that McCurdy’s reputation was 
that ot a quiet, peaceable man. upright and 
lihnest in all his dealings.

certainly such doubts in the ca«e as w ntld 
move mercy to stay the hand of the execu­ 
tioner.”

YATES AND STANTON. 


T lie I llin o is W a r G o v ern o r B rin g s S ta n ­ 
to n to T er m s. 
Iii W ashington, where Governor Yates 
had a .great number of personal friends and 
i acquaintance.-, he was very popular. W hile 
¡ there on tlie occasion of the Governor's con­ 
. fercnee with the President, his rooms, at 
! the old National Hotel, were crowded day 
and night. 
Among the first to call was 
I Secretary Chase, between whom and Yates 
j a strom: friendship existed. 
There were so 
many Illinoisans in W ashington, brought 
thereby the presidency o f Mr. Lincoln at 
that tim e—Lamon. Bestor, Nicolav, Hay, 
etc.—that one m ight have supposed tiie 
Governor was in a hotei at Springfield. 
I h e dav following tiie morning at the 
President’s was speut in attending to b u s i ­ 
ness at the departments. 
There was great 
pressure uixmi Yates for his influence In 
effecting appointments, and he was never 
one to go back on the demands o f a friend. 
But our most important bastness was at 
tiie office o f the Secretary of War. with 
whom there had been c tisiderable corre­ 
spondence, not'alw ays of an agreeable na­ 
ture. 
The Governor had frequently ap­ 
plied tor authority to strengthen certain 
brunches of the service by raising particu­ 
lar regiments, and had not always been 
successful. 
He insisted that the Govern­ 
ment would have need of all tlie troops it 
could raise, and that all oilers ought to he 
ac opted. 
W hen we entered the office of the sturdy 
Secretary I was at once struck with his 
brusque manners and rapid style in the 
dispatch of business. 
Several Governors 
bail already been in, Kirkwood being there 
when we entered. 
He talked to the latter 
as if lie were the subordinate officer of a 
country militia company, 
i saw by tlie 
storm that was gathering on tiie fiice of 
Yates that it would be just as well for the 
Secretary not to attempt any kind of “fool­ 
ishness" with him . 
When Kirkwood left, 
turning to Yates, the great Secretary said 
"W eil, there is another of them gone; I 
was in hopes 1 had gotten rid of you Gov­ 
ernors—whut do you want, Yates"?” 
Said 
Yates : “ I want, in the first ¡dace, to be 
treated like a gentlem an. 
I would like to 
have you understand, Stanton, that I am 
tlie Governor of the great State of Illinois, 
ami as such am entitled to he respected. 
I’d like to know what would become of 
you or this war but for tiie support of the 
loyal Governors of tlie free State.-. 
1 did 
not come here to beg for anything, but to 
inform you, as the head of the war office of 
the Government, what are the just demands 
Of the State o f Illinois, which 1 am here to 
see respected.” 
It looked blue for a minute, but there 
was no further trouble with Sianton. 
He 
apologized to tiie Governor, and explained 
that there had been an unusual am ount of 
friction in liis office that morning, and the 
Governor must overlook his abruptness ; 
and apparent want o f courtesy. 
Before ; 
they parted, Yates and the Secretary were 
on very fnennly terms, understanding each ¡ 
other all ¡lie better on account of tlie little : 
disturbance at the beginning of their inter­ 
view.—[Chicago Tribune.

su ck ers g en erally do n o t bear. 
H ere, h o w ­ 
ever, it is different. 
E ven su ck ers from th e 
root h av e h e re grapes w hich are ju st as 
good an d jn st as perfect as those from to p 
b ran ch es. 
T h e old talk o f fru it b u d s on 
th e v in e is a t least h ere p u re nonsense. 
A ll buds are h ere fru it b u d s’ a t least on old 
vines. 
L eav in g th e b lack -k n o t o u t of con­ 
sid eratio n , it is also best to occasionally 
raise so m e su ck ers, from w h ich a new 
crow n m ay a t an y tim e be form ed.— [G ustav 
R isen in F re sn o R ep u b lican .

F ish in g w ith D y n am ite. 
By special invitation we were perm itted 
to w itness a novel experim ent 011 W ednes­ 
day afternoon, w hich was intended to test 
th e efficacy cf dynam ite bombs in th e cap­ 
ture oi fish in deep water. 
Oil repairing to 
the m arket w harf at about 3 o'clock, we 
found the U nited States M arshal, Sheriff, 
C hief of Police, and a num ber o f other 
officials of lesser note, together w ith a select 
party of citizens, perfecting th eir arrange­ 
m ents for th e expedition. 
T hree sm all 
boats had been secured for the purpose, in 
w hich th e parly em barked, and w hich were 
subsequently joined by a gig from the 
U nited States revenue steam er Iiix, con­ 
taining Captain F. ngar, the Collector ot 
Custom s, and Colonel W alk-r, of New 
H am pshire. T he objective point was found 
to be a hole about tw enty-five feet deep in 
th e upper end of th e bight, know n as the 
“ boiling hole,” distant hut a few hundred 
yards from the shore and alm ost abreast of 
the arm y barracks, w here the fish are 
know n to congregate in large num bers, but 
are apparently so fastidious of taste that 
the m ost delicate bait w hen placed 011 a 
hook fails to tem pt them . 
A rriving at th e 
spot a cartridge about six inches long, 
charged w ith dynam ite, to w hich had been 
attached a heavy piece of iron in order to 
m ake it go to the bottom , was throw n in 
th e water. 
A suspense of a few seconds 
ensued, and then a faint report like the 
discharge of a sm all pistol was heard, the 
w ater became agitated 
and was raised 
about tw o feet, and im m ediately thereafter, 
w ithin a radius of about sixty feet, the fish 
was strew n ¡11 all directions. 
A scene of 
th e wildest excitem ent followed. 
Scoop- 
nets were brought into speedy use and over 
1.000 fish of different varieties, lrom the 
large gray snapper, over three feet in 
length, to th e sm all but succulent sailor’s 
choice, were secured. 
W hile pleased at 
the success attending W ednesday's experi­ 
m ent we can not hut condem n the whole­ 
sale destruction of the finny tribe w hich 
m ust necessarily attend the unscientific 
and w illful use of these bom bs. 
In the 
present instance, however, the arrange­ 
m ents had been so well perfected that we 
venture the assertion th at not a dozen fish 
were allow ed to escape, but, being brought 
ashore and judicially distributed, entailed a 
benefit in a great m any needv and deserv­ 
ing fam ilies.—[Key W est (Fla!)

It has occurred also to the w riter to m ake 
m any observations as to th e circum stances 
under w hich tea and coffee are found to 
agree or disagree w ith different p ersons; in 
the tirst place, as Sir \V. Roberts lias pointed 
out, if taken at the sam e tim e as farinace­ 
ous food, is m uch m ore likely to retard its 
digestion ami cause dyspepsia than if taken 
a little tim e after eating; and the custom 
adopted by m any persons at breakfast, for 
instance, o f eating first and d rinking their 
tea or coffee afterw ard is a sensible one ; 
so also it is better to take one s 5-o’clock 
tea w ithout the custom ary bread and butter 
or cake than w ith it. 
Indeed, w hile there is little th at cari be 
said against a cup of liot tea as a stim ulant 
and restorative, w hen taken about m idw ay 
betw een lunch anil dinner, and w ithout 
solid food, it m ay, on the o th er hand, be 
a fruitful cause of dyspepsia w hen accom ­ 
panied at th at tim e w ith solid food. 
It is 
also a curious fact th at m any persons w ith 
w hom tea, under ordinary circum stances, 
w ill agree exceedingly well, will become 
the subjects of a tea dyspepsia if they drink 
this beverage at a tim e w hen they m ay be 
suffering from m ental w orry or em otional 
disturbance. 
M oreover, it is a well-recognized fact that 
persons who are prune to nervous excite­ 
m ent of the circulation and palpitations of 
the heart have these sym ptom s greatly Hg- 
gravated if they persist in the use of tea or 
Coffee as a beverage. 
Tiie excessive con­ 
sum ption of tea am ong the wom en of the 
poorer classes is th e cause o f m uch .of the 
so-called “ heart com plaints” am ong them ; 
the food of those poor wom en consists 
largely o f starchy substances (bread and 
bu tter chiefly), together w ith tea, i. e., a 
food accessory w hich is one of the greatest 
of all retarders o f the digestion of starchy 
food. 
The effect of coffee as a retarder of stom ­ 
ach digestion would probably be m ore felt 
than it is were it not so constantly the 
practice to take it only in sm all quantity 
after a very large m e a l: it is then m ixed 
w ith an im m ense bulk of tood, and its rel­ 
ative percenage proportion rendered insig­ 
nificant; and to the strong aud vigorous 
the slightly retarding effect on digestion it 
would then have m ay be, as Sir \V. Rob­ 
erts suggests, not aitge’ther a disadvantage; 
but after a spare m eal and in persons of 
feeble digestive pow er the cup o f black 
coflee would probably exercise a retarding 
effect on digestion 
which m ight prove 
harm ful.—[D r. J. B urney Yeo, in Popular 
Science M onthly.

*• American Political Ideas as Viewed 
from tbeStand|n>int <>1 Universal History," 
is a volume embracing three lectures cic- 
liv red at the boyal Institution of Great 
Britain in May, is»)), l>y John 1'iske. Kiske 
originally read, lectares in Boston on the 
Discovery and Colonization of America, 
and they so pleased l ’rof. H uxley that they 
were repeated at University College, Lon­ 
don, and in the next year he was recalled 
to England to lecture on some of the phil­ 
osophical aspects of the same subject. Thi - 
invitation resulted in the three lectures 
now published. They illustrate the funda­ 
mental ideas of American politics by set­ 
ting forth their relations to the general 
history of m ankind. 
We have read no 
work on the American system in recent 
years that has more deeply impressed us 
with its truth in statement, its correctness 
in analysis, and its soundness of conclu­ 
sions reached. 
It is a fact that should im ­ 
press Americans with more than force, 
that in England such an interest is shown 
in the American system that a popular 
lecturer and profound reasoner is invited 
to cross tiie Atlantic specially to speak to 
the English people on the subject. 
The 
lecture on “ Manifest Destiny" ought to be 
read in every American home. 
We can 
not refrain from inviting attention to this 
single paragraph in that masterly delivery : 
“ And now we may begin to see distinctly 
what it was that the American Govern­ 
m ent fought for in the late civil war—a 
point wt i li at the time was by no means 
clearly apprehended outside the United 
States. We used to hear it often said, while 
that war was going on. that we were light­ 
ing not so much for the emancipation of 
the negr > 
for the maintenance of our 
Federal Union ; and I well remember that 
to many who were burning to see our 
country purged of the folly and iniquity of 
negro slavery this used to s.etu like taking 
a low and unrighteous view of the case. 
From the stand-point of universal history 
it was nevertheless the correct and proper 
view. The emancipation of the negro, as 
an incidental result of the struggle, was a 
priceless gain which wa3 greeted warmly by 
a ll right-minded people. But deeper down 
than this question, far more subtly inter­ 
woven with the innermost fibers of our 
national well-being, far heavier laden too 
with weighty consequences for the future 
weal ot alf mankind, was the question 
w hether this great principleof union joined 
with independence should he overthrown 
by the first deep-seated social difficulty it 
had to encounter, or should stand as an 
example of priceless value to other ages 
and to other lands. The solution was well 
worth the effort it cost. There have been 
m any useless wars, but this was not one of 
them , for more than most wars that have 
been, it was fought in the direct interest of 
peace, and the victory so dearly purchased 
and so humanely used was an earnest of 
future peace and happiness for the w orld." 
" American Diplomacy and the Further­ 
ance of Coiiimerce," is the title of a work 
by Eugene Schuyler, Pli. I)., L.L. D.. late 
Minister of the I nited Slates to Greece, 
Routnania and Serbia. It is from the press 
of Charles Scribner's Sons, New York. The 
volume is an elaborate treatise—The De­ 
partm ent of State, Our Consular System.

tion it hears to the other nations of the 
world.

L iv in g L ig h ts . 
The naturalist Mosely captured a pyro- 
sunui tour feet long, ten inches in diameter, 
with walls an inch in thickness. It was 
placed upon the deck of the vessel, and for 
a long tim e gave out no light; but when 
writing his name upon the anim al with his 
finger, it came out in letters of tire. Each 
letter then seemed to increase in size until 
the entire name was lost in a blaze of light 
that radiated rapidly and soon dillused the 
entire.animal, presenting a marvelous spec­ 
tacle, as if it had suddenly been heated to 
a white heat ami various chemicals were 
being thrown on its surface to produce dif­ 
ferent colors. 
Among the corals the beautiful Caryo- 
jjhiilia is an interesting light-giver, and” is 
found in quantities in northern as well as 
southern waters. W hen the Atlantic cable 
was taken up for repair, numbers of Caryo- 
phiUUi eléctrica were found growing upon 
it in water at a depth of over a mile: and 
in this spot of intense darkness it perhaps 
gave out a faint gleam, its contribution to 
the light of the subm arine world. 
Some of the sea anemones, the cousins 
ql the corals, are luminous. The light is 
generally confined to the tentacles of the 
smoother, soft portion ot the column near 
the sum mit. We can imagine this beauti­ 
ful column standing, perhaps, upon some 
projecting ledge or at tiie entrance of some 
gloomy cavern, its delicate tentacles light­ 
ing np. then disappearing as the anim al 
closed, only to reappear cautiously, finally 
beaming out in al! its splendor, in strange 
analogy to the revolving light upon the 
shore above. 
At times the anemones 
m ight be compared to lightships adrift, as 
they are apt to take refuge or prominence 
upon the shell of a gayly-bedecked hermit 
crab that thus travels about, bearing its 
own lantern, and perhaps preying upon 
the animals that are attracted by tiie strange 
beacon. 
Some very interesting experiment have 
been made with these light-givers. A sin­ 
gle pliolas has been found to render seven 
ounces o f mflk so luminous that the faces 
of tiersons could be distinguished by it, 
and it looked as if transparent. 
Many 
attempts have been made to render the 
luminosity of the pholas perm anent. The 
best result was obtained by placing the 
dead mollusk in honey, by which its 
property of emitting light lasted more 
than a year; whenever it was plunged 
into warm water the body of the pholas 
gave out as much light as ever.—[Marvels 
of Animal Life.

D isco v eries in F.o y pt.—General Gren­ 
fell, a member of the Egypt exploration 
fund, has discovered opposite Assouan a 
series of five rock-cut tombs, ranged, like 
famous tombs at Beni Hassan, along an 
artificial terrace. The earliest dates fiom 
the remote period of the sixth dynasty; 
others are of the twelfth dynasty, and con­ 
temporary with those of Beni Hassan. All 
are richly 
painted; the largest (sixth 
dynasty) measures 140 feet by 40 feet, and 
contains eighteen round and 
fourteen 
square columns. The find is most im ­ 
portant, particularly in the way of throw­ 
ing light on the earliest epochs of Egyptian 
history. 
Mr. Petrie has probably discov­ 
ered at Tell Ferain the long lost site of the 
city of Buto, famed for its temples, one of 
them, the temple of Latona, possessing a 
shrine cut out of solid stone, and accord­ 
ing to Herodotus, forty cubits long and 
broad. 
It took m any thousand men three 
years to transport the monolith from the 
quarry at Phi he. 


8EXKIRILITY of Pi.ants.—Biologists are 
becoming aware of the existence of a low 
order of intelligence in plants. Prof. Mor- 
ren, in a late publication of the Royal 
Belgian Academy, argues that the law’ of 
sensation producing motion is common to 
both the anim al and the vegetable king­ 
doms ; that plants are sensible to the influ­ 
ences of environment, and not only move, 
hut are abletoco-ordinatetheirm ovem cnts. 
All the phenomena of motion are ultimately 
traced to a protoplasm, a living substance 
common alike to plants and animals, and 
whose general and essential characteristics 
are precisely the power of sensation and 
movement. 
It has the taculty of receiving 
impressions and of moving responsivelv. 
Jt stirs, therefore it lives; and the same is 
true of every organism, from man to the 
microbe and the plant. Life may be de­ 
fined as tiie activity of protoplasm, al­ 
though this is a substance whose true na­ 
ture is still unknown.

A P ke-Edisov P honograph.—A writer 
in China claims to have discovered a rec­ 
ord of the existence o f a speaking phono­ 
graph in that country as far back as the 
seven:eviltli century. The instrum ent is 
mejillón**! as “ Ten thousand li speak*?-,” 
and the aescription is as follows ; “ It was 
a bamboo lube, covered with a disk ot’ 
glass, and opened by a key. After speaking 
into it several thousand words it was closed 
and carne»! to a distance not exceeding a 
a thousand It.

Sail S eq u el to th e >an lta fa e l School 
H o ard T ro u b le . 
(San Francisco Bulletin, May lStb.l 
In the account published recently, of 
trouble in the Sail Rafael School Board, 
and the arrest for bribery of three Direct­ 
ors, Messrs. H unter, Bernard and Je.-sup, 
Isaac Shaver, a prom inent citizen of the 
pretty suburban town, was mentioned as 
an im portant witness. The investigations 
of detectives Curtin and Lawson, of this 
city, revealed the fact that Shaver Led paid 
the Directors $500 in consideration of their 
purchasing a lot for school purposes from 
him for $5,000. 
The arrests were made last Tuesday 
morning. At 10 o’clock that evening Mr. 
Shaver ieft his house, m aking an excuse to 
his wife that he would take a short walk. 
His failure to return by breaklust time on 
the following m orning created alarm, and 
a search was instituted. At the office of his 
lumber m ill a long and affectionate letter 
to his wife was found, stating that lie had 
always lived an honest life and done no 
man a w rong; 
that this allair was more 
tban he could face, and he was determined 
to comm it suicide at Point San Quentin. 
The letter also provided for the disposition 
of liis property. 
His alarmed wife immediately made 
known these facts, and a diligent search 
began at San Quentin and continued to a 
late hour, with no success. Yesterday fore­ 
noon his coat and hat were found in a little 
cove near the point, and in one of the 
pockets of the coat was a mcmorandum- 
book, on the leaf of which was written ” 2 
a. m„ ” bidding an affectionate farewell to 
his relatives, referring again to the honest 
life lie had ever lived, and, as nearly as 
could he made out, these w ords: " This 
will square my account with Bernard and 
Jessup.” In the aftc-rnoon about 2 o'clock 
the body was found only a short distance 
from the San Quentin wharf, and taken at 
once to San Rafael. 
Deceased was 58 years of age, and was 
born in New York. H e came to this State 
in 1852. and was a resident of Sun Rafael 
since 1872. He had been an unusually ac­ 
tive citizen in promulgating valuable en­ 
t -rprises an i building up the town. Be­ 
sides other buildings he had built over 150 
residences. 
Shaver acknowledged to the detectives 
paying the $500 to the Directors, but said he 
did so at their solicitation, the am ount be­ 
ing called by them a “ commission,” and 
Shaver paid it unthinking, as lie said, of 
anything improper or illegal. 
The examination of the arrested Direc­ 
tors has been postponed until Tuesday 
next, on account of the suicide. Indigna­ 
tion against them ran very high after the 
recovery of the body yesterday. 
TIIE IXtp l.sT. 
Sax R a f a e l , May I4th.—Coroner Eden 
impaneled a jury last evening in the case 
of Isaac Shaver, found drowned at Point 
San Quentin yesterday afternoon. Several 
witnesses were examined and the inquest 
was continued until this morning at 9 
o’clock. 
No developments of any special 
importance was brought out, beyond that 
in the testimony of Mr. Donahue, foreman 
of the Shaver mill, who swore that on 
Tuesday (several hours before Shaver dis­ 
appeared) he noticed Barnard, one of the 
defendants in the school scandal, standing 
talking with the deceased. 
During the 
conversation Barnard raised his hand in an 
angry manner, apparently, and Shaver 
sim ply shook his head. 
The verdict of the jury was death by 
drowning from aberration of mind caused 
by business troubles and sickness. 
There are new developments in the school 
scandal. 
Detectives Lawson and Curtin are on tiie 
ground, but are reticent as to the new testi­ 
mony discovered.

COURTSHIP ~IN 
PA R IS. 


F e w O p p o rtu n itie s fo r th e L o v ers to B e ­ 
co m e A c q u a in te d . 
As French families are unprotected by 
the State in respect to keeping men at a 
distance, they themselves have taken the 
m atter in hand in allowing no privacy be­ 
fore marriage. Under no circumstances is 
a s engaged person allowed 
to remain 
alone ; the mother or eider sister is ever 
present at the interviews. 
But, notw ith­ 
standing the presence of tiie third person, 
the young engaged couple talk freely of 
their future prospects, and frequently in­ 
dulge in lovers’ quarrels. The fiance is 
daily invited to dine with his future wife's 
family. Bitting side by side, many a word 
of fondness and love is whispered in the 
young lady’s ear out of the hoi ring of the 
lenient papz and mamma. Goiny in and 
out of the dining-room, they slyly manage 
to be the last couple, and I have been told 
that it is wvcaderful how much can be 
whispered in the short walking space lying 
between 
the 
parlor 
and 
the dining­ 
room. 
Parents sim ilarly ignore these 
innocent privacies; they remember wlien, 
in years gone by, they trespassed in the 
same way. Mutual acquaintance is made at 
the house of mutual friends. 
The young 
people may dance with each other as inuch 
as they like. At a party the mamma gen­ 
erally carries on an animated conversation 
with friends pi her own age. ami does not 
listen to liio lessons of love which her 
future son in-lsw eew fit to give her daugh­ 
ter while sitting as far as it possible from 
the maternal ears and anthoritv. Taking 
an im partial view of such a courtship, it is 


not perhaps as fruitful in results of ac- ' 
quaintanceship as those of longer duration j 
atnl extended permission of private asso- i 
ciations. But, however long courtship may j 
last, who is (he man or woman who does j 
not persist in putting on his Sunday man- 
tiers as well as his Sunday clothes as long 
as it lasts ? George Eliot ably put the ques­ 
tion in " Middlemarch” when sue says: 
“ Inferences may seem large, but really 
life could never have gone on at any period 
but for the liberal allowance of conclusions 
which have facilitated marriage under the 
difficulties of civilization. 
Has anyone 
pinched into its pilnlous smallness the 
cobweb of prem atrimonial acquaintance­ 
ship 7" 
As a rule, during courtship, the young 
lady does not call nor visit at the house of 
her betrothed; no dinners or festivities 
take place there until after the marriage. 
All the members of his family, however, 
are frequently invited by the parents of 
the young ladv to meet all of her relations 
and form a circle of alliance. They are 
all expected to formally call on each other 
at least once or twice a year, if closer lies 
of sociability are not maintained. It is 
not considered bon ton for the engaged 
couple to call each other bv their Christian 
name without the prefix of Miss or Mr. 
The French thee anil thou are reserved for 
utter marriage, an»! now frequently are 
used as an endearing way for husband and 
wife to speak to each other only in the pri­ 
vacy of a tete-a-tete. Presents are ex­ 
changed only the day before thw marriage 
ceremony. It is tiie future husband's duty 
to furnish his house. 
He of course con­ 
sults the taste of bis bride, anil especi­ 
ally that 
of 
her 
mother, 
who lias 
more experience, and 
who thoroughly 
k nows 
the 
wishes of her 
daughter. 
The 
trousseau, 
and 
all 
the 
house 
linen are provided by the bride. The sum 
expended on the trousseuu is often men­ 
tioned in the contract with the am ount of 
the dower. A girl who will bring $20,000 
into the new household generally has u 
trousseau worth $2,000. 
It is customary 
for the bridegroom to offer presents in pro­ 
portion to his wealth—jewels, laces and 
carriages are expected df the man who can 
afford them . 
If his m other lias no girls 
she presents her future daughter with a 
portion of the diamonds and laces which 
she would have reserved for her own 
daughters. 
Laces and jewels are thus 
banded down and kept from generation to 
generation. Relatives on both sides are ex­ 
pected to offer something more precious 
than a long array of nickel-plated cake- 
baskets, cruet-stands, 
and napkin-rings. 
As you see, to m aintain these expensive 
traditions it is impossible for the French 
to have large families, for it is a national 
and family pride for parents to give as 
large a dower as their fortunes will 
allow, with the proviso, 
however, of 
keeping the larger portion for themselves, 
for it. does not enter into the customs 
to lessen the inqiortancc of their own es­ 
tablishments for tin- marriage settlement of 
their children. This custom of dower ex­ 
ists in all classes of people who have any­ 
thing to give. Small trades people will set 
up a shop for their children; peasants and 
farmers will give so many head of cattle 
o ra portion of their land.’ Others, whose 
incomes cannot he divided, draw up papers 
to pay a certain amount of it yearly to 
their children, and lawsuits, which forcc- 
paronts to live up to the terms stipulated 
in marriage contracts, arc often the subject 
ot Court discussions. 
The ceremony of 
signing the contract opens the wedding 
festivities. 
It usually takes place Ibe day 
before the civil and religious marriages, at 
the house of the bride. The contract is 
signed in the presence of the family law­ 
yers, by the bride, bridegroom, parents and 
witnesses, just before guests arrive, who 
have been invited to a reception, a musical 
soiree or a ball. The bride, for this occa­ 
sion, wears her last girlish party-dress, a 
light pink or blue gauze, simply made a la 
vierge. adorned with no jewels but those 
she has been allowed to wear in her girl­ 
hood—coral, small pearls and turquoise.

DEMOCRACY.

The Tunkue Pueblo, forty-five miles 
synth of here, proves to he one of the Pue­ 
blos that went down in the revolution of 
1(580, and was destroyed by fire. It was 
very large. The walls are distinctly trace­ 
able and the lines of the houses well 
marked. The square of houses surround­ 
ing the estufa, or underground council 
chamber, is about 1,200 feet on each side. 
The estufa itself is about fifty feet in diam­ 
eter. 
Though the Pueblos claim to have em ­ 
braced the Catholic faith, it is known that 
they still reverence idols—the sun, moon 
and morning stars. Although they present 
their children to the priest for baptism on 
the eighth day after birth, they go through 
an ancient sun-worshiping ceremony with 
them four or five days before that. ’ They 
are very secretive people, and it is impossi­ 
ble to discover the nature of this ceremony. 
The 12,000 members, and they are known 
to have remained at about that num ber 
since 1800, carefully guard this ceremonial 
secret. There are how nineteen towns left, 
only one having been abandoned within 
the last eighty-five years, and that the Pecos 
Pueblo, the extensive ruins of which are 
still visible on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe road near Glorietta. This once 
populous city was reduced to eleven inhab­ 
itants in 1840, and taking, with them the 
secret fire, which had been kept burning 
for untold ages, they journeyed to Jamez, 
where one of them was chosen Governor 
last year. In the year 1540 Coronado found 
the Pecos Pueblo populous anil flourishing, 
but its inhabitants wasted away by war 
and disease in -'500 years until only eleven 
remained. 
The Pueblo Government is a pure de­ 
mocracy. On each New Year eve they 
elect officers in every town, the principal 
officers being the Governor, the War Capt­ 
ain and the Fiscal or Treasurer. The latter 
also has charge of the celebration, and her­ 
alds proclamations and tiie news—a w alk­ 
ing bulletin by virtue of his lungs. Every 
town has a patron saint, and that saint's 
day is the great event of the year. They 
rival eaeii other in the extent and loveli­ 
ness of the demonstrations and in hospital­ 
ity, for every house 
is open and the 
stranger is welcome to the best it affords. 
The ceremonial dances at these celebra­ 
tions partake of the nature of the drama. 
Every one of them tells some story of an­ 
cient days. 
It is the tribal mythology 
preserved in song and dance. The mata- 
cltinos is danced by twelve men and one 
woman, the belle of tiie Pueblo. 
It repre­ 
sents the trials of Montezuma in reaching 
perfection and the possession of female 
loveliness. The woman they call -the ma- 
linehe. Montezuma is represented by some 
active and ambitious young man, who, in 
the course of the dance meets with all the 
annoyances and difficulties that can be 
heaped upon him by his tormentors. 
lie 
is attacked first by one and then another, 
and overcomes them in turn, winding up 
with a terrific combat with an Indian 
decked oift in im itation of a bull. Then 
he claims the maiden and is happy, even 
his late combatants joining in the praise of 
the victor. 


P a ris B uys H e r S tre e t R a il w ays. 
The tramway companies of tiie North 
and South may congratulate themselves on 
Monday’s vote at the Hotel de Ville. Jt 
clinches the decision to buy out these com­ 
panies. The purchase money will proba­ 
bly come to 14,000,000 francs.’ The neces­ 
sary repaiis and additions to rolling stock 
will impose an expenditure of 8,000,1)00 
more. 
The inhabitants of Paris may also be con­ 
gratulated. At the Hotel de Ville it is held 
that outside what used to be the octroi line 
of barriers in the early years of the empire 
any tramway company au horizt-d by the 
eitv has a perfect right to run its vehicles. 
The annual tribute per mile which the 
companies of the Nor.h and South paid to 
theCom pagnie Generals des Omnibus was 
large, and was the reason of their present 
financial embarrassments. 
Were it not for 
this they would have paid splendid divi­ 
dends. 
It is expected that the vote of the Muni­ 
cipal Council will have the indirect effect 
of breaking down the monopoly of the om­ 
nibus company. Should this’expectation 
be realized it will be a good thing for the 
Parisians. The Paris omnibus was well 
enough when Paris was relatively a small 
city. The Champ Elvsees was ihe great 
artery of the fashionable world. 
The tide 
of west-end life now flows in strong cur­ 
rents in the Boulevards de Maleslierbes 
and iiaussm ann, the Avenue de Friediand. 
and the other great arterial ways branching 
from the Arch of Triumph.’ There are 
magnificent districts like Belgravia and 
Tyburnia in what, when I fire: knew Paris, 
used to be the banlienc. 
The French capi­ 
tal has. as well as London, become a city of 
great distances, and the oid-fttshioned <>m- ¡ 
nibuses with their circuitous routes are in­ 
adequate to the needs of the popniaiion.

A rem arkable custom exists among tiie 
Roumanians liviug in the westerly Carpa­ 
thians. 
F.verv year, at the feast of ihe 
Apostles I’eter and Paul, a market is held 
on tlie crest of the Gaina, from 5,000 to 
6,000 feet above tbe level of tiie sea. and 
hero all tiie marriageable girls of the entire 
district assemble with their parents in or­ 
der to be viewed and claimed. 
Mothers, 
aunts, grandmothers and various other té­ 
male friends contribute to the dowry, and 
this completed, it is carried to the m arket 
on the Gaina, in neatly made trunks, deco­ 
rated with flowers, ami carried by the fam­ 
ily s best horses. Cattle, bees e.nd other 
household requisites are also added to the 
dowry. On the Gaina every family which 
has a marriageable daughter occupies a <iis- 
tinut tent, in which the dowry is exhibited, 
and in which the bride viewers are ex­ 
pected. The bachelors, too, are accompa­ 
nied by parents or relatives, in whose com­ 
pany they ins|.ec; thcgirls who are eligible. 
The young men bring tiie best tbey pos­ 
sess. and each most particularly come with ! 
a girdle of gold or silver. After (he brides 
are chosen tiie public betrothal takes piuee, 
being conducted by a herm it who lives in 
tiiis lonely spot. The mark of betrothal is 
not a ring, but a beautiful embroidered 
handkerchief. The betrothal is in many 
cases prearranged ; but the ceremony must 
be gone through with all the samé, 
if a 
girl goes to tire market, knowing before­ 
hand that an adm irer will be there to claim 
her, so much the better for her. ¡Still siic 
tuust take Iier dowry and occupy her tent 
and place herself on view like the rest.

A m e r i c a n N e w s p a p e r s i n 1SS.J. — Tire 
newspapers and periodicals of all kinds in 
the United States and Territories now reach 
the imposing total of 11,196. This is an 
increase of 585 in twelve m onths. Taking 
the States one by one, tiie newspaper 
growth in some is ve. y considerable. The 
present total in New York State, for in ­ 
stance, is 1,399—a gain of 80 in the past 
year. The increase in Pennsylvania is 48, 
t he existing num ber being 943. Nebraska’s 
total grew from 175 to 201, and Illinois' 
from 890 to 904. A year ago Massachusetts 
had 420 papers; now the number is 438. 
In Texas the new papers outnumbered the 
suspensions by 8, and Ohio now lias 738 
papers instead of 692. The most rem ark­ 
able change has occurred in the Territories, 
in which the daily papers have grown from 
43 to 63, and tire weeklies from 169 to 243— 
Dakota being the chief area of activity. 
The num ber of monthlies throughout the 
country grew from 786 to 1,034, while tiie 
dailies leaped from 996 to 1,062. The fig­ 
ures given above are exclusive of Canada, 
which possesses a total of 006. It is interest­ 
ing to note that the newly-settled regions 
of the Canadian Northern are productive of 
newspapers as well as wheat, for the num ­ 
ber of journals issued in Manitoba was 
nearly doubled during the year. 


— It is 
well-known, says the Boston Journal, that 
birds are very sensitive to tones of the 
voice, and are terrified at any loud, angry 
words.
